WASHINGTON, Oct. 19,—(BUP) 
—The navy disclosed today that a 
camera aboard a V-2 rocket soaring 
above the White Sands (N.M.) prov- 
ing ground recently took photo- 
graphs covering a land area of 
about 800,000 square miles. 

This is believed to be the largest 
section of the earth ever photo- 
graphed in one brief period. 

The Navy said it succeeded 
two atiempts to photograph large 
areas of the earth with rocket- 


|borne cameras. The camera in one 


case was aboard a German V-2 and 
in the other aboard a Navy Aerobee, 

The Aerobee flashed up to an al- 
titude of about 70 miles, Its camera 
photographed 300,000 square miles, 
The V-2 rocket went up only a jittle 
more than 60 miles but its camera 
caught a greater area—about 800,000 
square miles,

FROM TODAY’S NEWS.

A man who once “was the 
most devoted Communist in the 
United States” has written a book 
about Communism. 

It may polson your dreams, ff 
it does not prevent you from 
sleeping entirely, Nevertheless, 
it is an important book because 
of the man who wrote it, and be- 
cause, in many respects, it is 
like a key to a secret cipher, It 
will help you decode the strange, 
unpredictable, and often con- 
tradictory tactics of the Commun- 
ists. 

The book Is called “The Whole 
of Their Lives.” Charles Scrip- 
ner’s Sons.) the author is Benja- 
min Gitlow. 


Gitlow was the head of the 
American Communist party in 
1929. 

He made three trips to the 


Soviet Union on official business 
of the party. He knew Josef 
Stalin personally, He rose to 
this eminence because, for many 
years, he was a whole-souled be- 
liever in the movement and more 
important, because he had char- 
acter and brains, 

For the same reason, he says, 
he no longer is a Communist. 
Gitlow disagreed with and de- 
fied Stalin on a matter of prin- 
ciple. (He Is one of the tew men 
who lived to write the story of 
it) and he says that caused him to 
break with the entire movement 

L4t's see what he has to say 
about Communism 

Question 1—Do you doubt that 
American Communists "end their 
fellow-travellers get direct orders 
from Moscow? 

“Stalin took over 
Communist party 


Gitlow writes 
the American 


lock, stock and barrel, in the 
middle of May, 1929, by a series 
of decrees promulgated by him 
and read by Molotov.” Gitlow 
adds; “In 1919 the American 
Communist party became a 


branch office of Moscow. Moscow 


made the decisions governing the 
actions of the American Com- 
munists.” 


Question 2—Do you wonder 
sometimes, in the light of Soviet 
pronouncements, whether the 
American system and the Russian 
System can get along together? 
Gitlow says; “From the days of 
Lenin to the supreme ruler, 
Stalin, survival of Soviet power 
and Communism is held impos- 
sible unless capitalism with its 
political and social structure is 
destroyed.” 

Question 3—Does it puzzleeyou 
to see the agreements made at 
Yalta, Tehran and Potsdam so 
blandly disavowed by the Soviet 
Union today? Gitlow has many 
statements on Communist  in- 
tegrity, Here are two of them: 
“Communist policy is never 
simple. It is always complex and 
paradoxical, A momentary policy 
is always tied up with a long- 
range basic policy. This accounts 
for the many twists in the party 
line.” And again he says: “Com- 
munist leaders may with im- 
punity break one day the solemn 
pledge they made the day be- 
fore.” 

Question 4—Why are the labor 
unions so important to the Com- 
munists? Gitlow writes, para- 
Phrasing Stalin himself: “Without 
support in the unions the Com- 


munist party cannot make a 
revolution . . . by getting con- 
trol of unions, the Communists 
mean getting control of those 


unions in the decisive, the basic 
industries of the land, the in- 
dustries upon which the economic 
life of the country depends.” 

These are all the statements of 
@ man who helped to organize 
the Communists in North Am- 
erica, who knows the dialectic of 
the party, used its tactics, and 
was an intimate of its orthodox 
leaders, as well as having been 
one himself 


and sons hanging about the street 
corners, I've seen it—see jt every 
night and anyone else can who 
cares to open their eyes, 

Parents who allow this are not 
looking ahead to the future of 
their children, or perhaps they 
are Only the day-to-day type who 
are not capable of future think- 
ing. It is not for me to judge,

A curfew, strictly enforced by 
the parents and if not by them, 
then the police, and after the first 
warning to parents, who let their 
children roam and do not co- 
operate a summons and a judge 
who will not pull his punches, 
Ang as for the parents more in- 
terest in their children—and less 
in their own narrow and private 
lives, 

How about it people of Edmon- 
ton! Let us go after this curfew 
and co-operate with our police 
force in enforcing it, 

But in the meantime, let’s look 
after our own kids jnstead of 
them roaming the streets until 
the small hours of the night, Let’s 
think more of our kids and their 


future and less of ourselves, 
Children and parents are sup- 
posed to be an enjoyment and 


happiness to each other—not to 
roam each their own separate 
Ways unwanted and forgotten by 
each other, 

This city has one of the high- 
est records for juvenile prob- 
lems in the west. Why? No one 
can answer that except the par- 
ents who raise them, And there 
lies the ‘answer to the whole 
problem, So jt’s up to you, par- 
ents of Edmonton—not our police 
force, They can help us to a cer- 
tain degree but the begjnning of 
it rests in the home,

We Canadians 


are a funny 
people. The difference between 
the typical Canadian and the 
typical American is this: 

The average American sees 
successful somebody's picture 
in the paper and says: “Isn't it 
wonderful that so-and-so has 
done such-and-such, He's from 
my home town.” 

The average Canadian seeing 
the same kird of success pic- 
ture is more like to say: “Who 
does that so-and-so think he is? 
“He's no better than I am, He's 
from my home town.” 

Maybe that is why Canadian 
writers, of both poetry and 
prose and all other kinds of 
Canadian artists, almost always 
get recognition in other countries 
before they do in their own, The 
now-famous Canadian “Group of 
Seven" painters never was ap- 
preciated here until the English 
press began to recognize its 
work as something vital. 

I thought of that this week 
when reading an enthusiastic re- 
view in the New York limes of 
the latest teen-age adventure 
book by a fine Canadian author, 
Dickson Reynolds (Mrs, Helen 
Reynolds),

ed by Thomas Nelson and Co,
